E. Benjamin Andrews, who is report- 


ed to have been called to the heud of 
thu University of Wisconsin, is a former 
president of Brown Univursltyiof.Provi- 
uence, R. I., and later superintendent 
of public schools in the cilv of Chicago. 
He is a noted educator and during the 
Bryan campaign of IS'.M! was u promi- 
nent follower of thai delusive doctrine. 
His work in Chicago, us head of the 
educational .department, lusted 
but 
three years and he was then called to 


• the University of Nebraska as their 
chancellor. Ho baa been there for the 
past two years and had*much to do with 
the growth of that Institution.'
